Echoing the words of early 
ARH President T. P. Hipkins, cur- 
rent ARH President and CEO 
Jerry W. Haynes told those at- 
tending Monday’s 50th anniver- 
sary celebration at Morgan 
County ARH that the people of 
Morgan County took on a great 
responsibility when launching a 
campaign to build a hospital and 
the Appalachian Regional 
Healthcare system is honored the 
county has allowed it to join in 
that responsibility for the past 33 
years. 

The hospital in Morgan 
County became a part of the ARH 
system on August 30, 1970, when 



ARH agreed to assume the re- 
sponsibility of operating the hos- 
pital. It was officially dedicated 
as Morgan County Appalachian 
Regional Hospital on May 12, 
1973 and opened to patients in 
July that same year. 

The Morgan County ARH 
Hospital was built after an eight- 
year campaign to finance the un- 
dertaking was supported by the 
county’s citizens, civic organiza- 
tions, churches, merchants and 
public officials. 

In a special ceremony held 
Monday, Morgan County ARH 
observed the 50th anniversary of 
the Appalachian Regional 



Healthcare system and took a 
look back at Morgan County 
ARH’s own unique history. 

ARH first began operations as 
the United Mine Worker’s of 
America Miners Memorial Asso- 
ciation Hospitals 50 years ago. 
The system’s first hospital opened 
in Middlesboro, Ky., on Novem- 
ber 12, 1955 — the system’s hos- 
pitals were located in 
Middlesboro, Harlan, Hazard, 
McDowell, Whitesburg, Pikeville 
and South Williamson, Kentucky; 
Beckley and Man, West Virginia; 
and Wise, Virginia. The hospital 
system changed its name to Ap- 
palachian Regional Hospitals in 
1963 and Appalachian Regional 
Healthcare in 1986. 

Keynote speaker District 71 
State Representative John Will 
Stacy of West Liberty, told the 
crowd that the desire for a new 
hospital was a true testament to 
the dedication and perseverance 
of the community. 

Haynes shared Representative 
Stacy’s view of the Morgan 
County community and the staff 
of Morgan County ARH. 

“Just as the community mem- 
bers were dedicated and perse- 
vered until they made their dream 
of building a hospital a reality, the 
dedication of the medical staff, 
employees, volunteers and mem- 
bers of the community and local 
officials will ensure that Morgan 
County ARH remains a viable 
hospital for years to come,” he 
said. 



Morgan County ARH 
Hospital has own 
unique history 

The two-story Morgan 
County ARH Hospital that has 
overlooked West Liberty from 
Wells Hill for the past 33 years 
is a monument to Morgan 
Countians’ dream of better 
healthcare and to their perse- 
verance in making that dream 
come true. 

The hospital was built after 
an eight-year campaign to fi- 
nance the undertaking was sup- 
ported by the county’s citizens, 
civic organizations, churches, 
merchants and public officials. 

The campaign began in 
1964 as a project of the Mor- 
gan County Woman’s Club to 
build a health center, which 
would add to the services of the 
then existing 28 -bed West Lib- 
erty hospital. In 1967, the drive 
was intensified by urgent ne- 
cessity — the West Liberty 
hospital was forced to close 
due to the death of its owner 
and longtime Morgan County 
physician H. B. Murray, M.D. 

Closing of the hospital — 
the only one in the county — 
also caused expansion of the 
original project. Instead of a 
small, clinic-type health center, 
a full-fledged, modern hospi- 
tal would be built.

Board okays 
budget; site 
for new schl. 
being sought 

The Board of Education at a 
special meeting Jan. 30 approved 
a preliminary budget of about $ 1 3 
million for operation of Morgan 
County schools in 2006-2007. 

Superintendent of Schools Joe 
Dan Gold described the early pro- 
jections — required by law — as 
conservative, and said the pro- 
posal reflects about $300,000 less 
than was budgeted last year. 

Gold said adoption of the fi- 
nal budget must await action by 
the legislature on the governor’s 
proposed funding for education. 

The board also voted to accept 
an Offer of Assistance from the 
School Facilities Construction 
Commission of $73,680.00 for 
annual debt service. When ap- 
proved by the legislature, the as- 
sistance will increase the school 
district’s bonding capacity for 
construction of a second new el- 
ementary school by over $1 mil- 
lion. Supt. Gold said the board 
continues to look for a site for the 
new facility that will replace the 
WPA-built school at Wrigley. 

The board discussed prelimi- 
nary cost estimates for improve- 
ments to the high school’s foot- 
ball and track facilities and voted 
to proceed with construction of a 
weight room, installation of a 
drainage system and reseeding of 
the football practice field at the 
high school. Resurfacing of the 
high school track and reseeding 
of the playing surface at Herdman 
Field also were approved. The 
projects will be the first of a num- 
ber of improvements recom- 
mended by a citizens’ Athletic 
Committee appointed earlier by 
the board. 

In other action, the board de- 
clared a 3 -door refrigerator at 
Ezel Elementary and a copier at 
East Valley Elementary as sur- 
plus property and ordered their 
disposal. 

The board also voted to enter 
an agreement between Mountain 
Telephone and the Morgan, 
Wolfe, and Elliott county school 
systems for the installation of 
high speed Internet service. Tar- 
get date for installation of the fi- 
ber-optic service is July.

In January 2004, God opened 
a door for me and walked me 
through... to a program called 
UNITE... Unlawful Narcotics In- 
vestigation Treatment Education. 
Let me explain some of the things 
we do: Neighbors UNITED... We 
have one neighborhood watch 
listed in our county... we have had 
training here, and are willing to 
help any neighborhood set up a 
NEIGHBORS UNITED program 
in their neighborhood. You can be 
the eyes and ears in your 
community... ALL CALLS ARE 
STRICTLY CONFIDENTIAL. 

We have Court Watch/Judicial 
Review. This committee will 
monitor local sentencing and res- 
titution hearings of individuals 
charged on drug offenses, sit in 
on court hearings and monitor 
news reports. 

Youth Activities: We offer 
drug free activities, and have a 
basketball tournament/volleyball 
tournament in working progress 
right now... watch the paper for 
the final arrangements. We 
worked with the school system in 
summer school and promoted the 
program HOOKED ON FISH- 
ING AND NOT DRUGS. We 
also helped sponsor SAFE 
NIGHT for the youth. 

Education: We include educa- 
tors and parents with the intent of 
building UNITE clubs within the 
local school to enhance drug free 
education and school projects. We 
have also worked with Emer- 
gency Management to do meth/ 
and other drug training. This also 
includes churches we have 
worked with, to do training in rec- 
ognizing meth labs etc.

changed the time frame from 16 
days to 15 minutes for response 
time. Senate Bill 63 was also 
passed Feb. 14, 2005, to stop the 
sale of pseudoeneferine. 

Family Support meets the 3rd 
Monday each month... we reach 
out to the hurting families with 
support, referrals, and direction 
for assistance, and sometimes just 
being there for them, letting them 
know they are not alone in this 
crisis of drug addictions. 

Grant Writing we are trained 
to be responsible and search for 
funding sources to enhance all 
efforts to stop illegal drugs. In 
Morgan County, we work with 
KY ASAP, Champions, Depart- 
ment of Fish and Wildlife, Cabi- 
net for Protection and Perma- 
nency, Judicial System, and all 
other programs that want to get 
involved.

AGAINST HB 346 

On Jan. 12, Rep. Denver But- 
ler (D-Louisville) introduced 
House Bill 346. This bill would 
authorize a huge expansion of 
gambling at horse racing tracks 
and casinos. The annual amount 
risked at race tracks is $546 mil- 
lion. $725 million is gambled on 
the lottery. Together they equal 
$1.27 billion. Gambling is al- 
ready costing Kentucky families 
too much money. HB 346 would 
raise this amount to $12 billion. 
Kentucky does not need to be- 
come a state with so much gam- 
bling. 

According to national studies, 
gambling harms local businesses 
and small families. It also pol- 
lutes government, causing 
elected officials to neglect the 
people who voted them into of- 
fice.

Hello from the Judge 
Executive’s Office: 

This week you need to know 
about an issue that affects your 
county general fund dollars. It is 
the cost of putting people in jail. 
In 1976, all judicial powers were 
taken away from county judges and 
given to the judicial arm of the gov- 
ernment. So if you are arrested, you 
go before a law judge. The judi- 
cial branch of government tries 
your case and determines if you are 
released or how much time you 
will spend in jail. 

The laws that are broken 99 per- 
cent of the time are state laws, not 
city or county ordinances. How- 
ever, county government is man- 
dated to pay all jail costs. These 
costs are breaking our rural coun- 
ties’ general fund accounts. 

This year, our county’s jail bills 
will exceed $325,000.00. This is 
county money that could be spent 
on water, sewer, fire departments, 
rescue squad, ambulance service 
senior citizen programs, youth pro- 
grams, athletic field, outdoor rec- 
reation, horseback trails, etc. 

The County Judges Association 
is pushing for the state to pay their 
own jail costs. We need your help! 
We would like for you to call your 
legislators, rep. John Will Stacy 
and Senator Robert Stivers, at 502-

564-8100 and ask them to support 
HB 274. (In no way does this bill 
eliminate the need for our Jailers. 
Both the Jailers Association and 
the County Judges Association 
support the bill.) 

HB 274, if passed, would revert 
the costs of housing prisoners back 
to the state and free up the coun- 
ties’ much-needed funds for other 
programs. For instance, if someone 
from California is arrested in Mor- 
gan County for DUI, Morgan 
County Government and you, the 
taxpayer, has to pay for his time 
spent in jail. Also, did you know 
that if a person is in jail and needs 
to see a doctor, or needs medica- 
tion, that you, the taxpayer, are 
paying that cost? 

Just let me say that our Jailer, 
Gary Cox, works hard to get some- 
one bonded out if they have to see 
a doctor. This saves us some 
money. He is good about holding 
prisoners until after midnight so 
that we will not have to pay for an 
extra day’s jail cost. 

This issue is a lot deeper than I 
can expand on in this article. If you 
have any questions or comments, 
call me at 743-3897. We are here 
to serve you, the people of Mor- 
gan County. 

The text of HB 274 follows: 

HOUSE BILL 274 
sponsored by Representative Der- 
rick Graham is a five year plan to 
assiist counties with their jail finan- 
cial problems culminating with a 
state takeover of local jails in 2010. 
The first two years the bill calls for 
an increase in per diem payment 
to counties housing state prisoners, 
an increase in the bed allotment 
and medical allotment for all coun- 
ties and an increase in the cata- 
strophic medical fund. The third 
year these increases will be ad- 
justed using the Consumer Price 
Index. The fourth year the state will 
assume all medical costs and reim- 
burse counties 50% for prisoners 
held in county jails that have had 
time served in a county jail cred- 
ited to their sentence. During the 
fourth year all “life safety jails” 
will be closed and in the fifth year 
the state shall assume total respon- 
sibility for housing all prisoners. 
Jailers shall continue to be locally 
elected. 

This bill is the number one pri- 
ority of the Judges’ Association, 
the Jailers’ Association, the Mag- 
istrates and Commissioners’ Asso- 
ciation and KACo.

Colorectal cancer screening 
clinics scheduled in March 



Equine specialist to 
speak at meeting 
Thursday, Feb. 16 



Gateway District Health De- 
partment is celebrating Colorectal 
Cancer Awareness Month. Even 
though there is one specific 
month designated the “aware- 
ness” month, everyone should be 
aware of this disease all year. 
Awareness of colorectal cancer 
and the importance of early de- 
tection is a message we all need 
to hear and heed, even men. 

Colorectal Cancer is com- 
monly called colon cancer. It is 
the third most common cancer in 
men after prostate and lung. It is 
also the second leading cancer 
killer in the U.S. (CDC). Your 
chances of developing colorectal 
cancer increases after the age of 
50. Ninety percent of cases are in 
people 50 or older. Even though 
these statistics are startling, there 
is hope. It is nearly 90% prevent- 
able! Screening tests increase 
your chances of NOT developing 
this disease. 

When most people think of 
colon cancer screening tests the 
first thing they think of is a 
colonoscopy. However, there is 
good news for people who put off 
testing because of this reason. A 
simple take home test can be just 
as good at detecting colorectal 
cancer as the more invasive 
colonoscopy. The test, called a 
Fecal Occult Blood Test (FOBT), 
is a noninvasive test that detects 
the presence of hidden blood in 
the stool. This hidden blood can 
be the first, and sometimes the 
only, warning sign that a person 
has colorectal cancer. This test is 
quick and convenient. 

The week of March 6, Gate- 



way District Health Department 
and Bath, Menifee, Morgan, and 
Rowan County Health Depart- 
ments will be organizing a 
Colorectal Cancer Screening 
event. This event involves the 
Fecal Occult Blood Test. The 
event schedule is as follows: 
Morgan County is March 6, 
Rowan County is March 8, Bath 
County is March 9, and Menifee 
County is March 10. This event 
is open to everyone 45 years old 
or older, anyone who has a fam- 
ily history of colon cancer, or 
anyone who has had a previous 
diagnosis of colon cancer. You 
may pick up the FOBT card be- 
tween 8:30 a.m. and 4:00 p.m. 
The cost for this test is $6.00, 
unless you have Medicare or 
Medicaid, then it’s free. Staff 
members will be available for any 
questions you should have. 

The best way to prevent 
colorectal cancer is to get 
screened. The thought of a 
screening test may make some 
people uneasy. However, the pre- 
vention and/or early detection of 
colorectal cancer is worth the test. 
The reward for doing the test - 
FIFE.

The county’s citizens orga- 
nized a Morgan County Hospital 
Committee, composed of three 
physicians, two dentists, and 11 
other community leaders. The 
Morgan County Fiscal Court 
soon joined the effort. 

To help finance the project, 
Morgan County citizens voted a 
$425,000 bond issue in 1968. 
However, still more money was 
needed. 

The assistance of U.S. Sena- 
tors John Sherman Cooper and 
Marlow W. Cook and Congress- 
man Carl D. Perkins was enlisted. 
In 1970, the community received 
a Hill-Burton grant of $591,667 
and an Appalachian Regional 
Commission grant of $464,000. 
A community fund raiser also 
brought in $40,000 (more than 



$30,000 of which was raised in a 
nine-hour radio marathon) — 
more than enough money to se- 
cure the site on Wells Hill to build 
the hospital and meet other obli- 
gations. 

With funds secured to begin 
construction, the Fiscal Court ap- 
proached the Appalachian Re- 
gional Hospital system about as- 
suming the role of equipping, 
staffing and operating the hospi- 
tal. 

On August 30, 1970, ARH 
agreed to assume responsibility. 
On May 12, 1973, the $1.4 mil- 
lion Morgan County ARH was 
dedicated with plans for the hos- 
pital to serve 30,000 residents in 
a six-county area. 

The new Morgan County ARH 
Hospital began receiving patients 
at 8:30 a.m., Monday July 2, 
1973.

Valentines Day wish: Be sweet 
to your hreart 



As Valentine’s Day ap- 
proaches, many of us think of 
gifts for our sweethearts, family 
members and others who have 
special places in our lives. One 
of the best gifts you can give 
these people is to be sweet to 



your own heart by recognizing 
risk factors for coronary heart 
disease, a leading cause of death 
in Kentucky and nationwide. 

Information from university 
medical sources and national 
health agencies gives insight into 



the severity of coronary diseases. 

Kentucky is considered part of 
the “coronary valley” largely be- 
cause it has the fifth worst rate 
of coronary disease in the nation. 
Heart disease is the leading cause 
of death for adults in the United 
States. Cardiovascular disease 
accounts for 40 percent of all 
deaths in the U.S. This disease 
creates an economic burden of 
nearly $260 million in the costs 
of health care and lost work pro- 
ductivity. 

We can’t change some risk 
factors for heart disease such as 
family history, but we do have 
control over many of our lifestyle 
behaviors - notably poor nutri- 
tion, physical inactivity and 
smoking - that increase our risk 
of this health problem. 

From a dietary standpoint, it’s 
important to decrease fat intake, 
especially saturated fat, and con- 
sume sufficient amounts of fiber 
and folic acid. You need to reduce 
saturated fat in the diet because 
excessive amounts of this fat can 
raise blood cholesterol levels, 
which are a high risk factor for 
heart disease. 

In fact, eating foods high in 
saturated fat will increase your 
blood cholesterol level more than 
eating foods high in dietary cho- 
lesterol. 

Confusion about the terms 
“dietary cholesterol” and “blood 
cholesterol” might cause some of 
us to avoid certain foods like 
shellfish and egg yolks that are 
considered high in dietary cho- 
lesterol. Yet we would eat foods 
with high levels of saturated fat 
like cheeseburger. The cheese- 
burger would increase our blood 
cholesterol level more than eat- 
ing moderate amounts of shell- 
fish or egg yolks. 

In this example, your risk fac- 
tor is the saturated fat content not 
the dietary cholesterol in the food 
choices. 

Lowering your blood choles- 
terol level by one percent can 
give you a two-percent reduction 
in the risk of coronary heart dis- 
ease. 

Another misleading factor is

the composition of a food’s total 
fat content. 

Although some foods appear 
to be unhealthy because they 
have a high total fat content, it’s 
important for us to take a closer 
look at the percentages of satu- 
rated, polyunsaturated and 
monounsaturated fats in these 
foods. For example, avocados 
and some nuts (walnuts, pecans, 
and Brazil) appear to be un- 
healthy because of their high to- 
tal fat content. Yet most of their 
fat content is polyunsaturated and 
monounsaturated. These fats, 
when consumed in moderation, 
are not harmful to heart health. 

In fact, monounsaturated fats, 
such as olive and soy oils, might 
help reduce your risk of coronary 
heart disease. Differences in the 
types of fiber in certain foods 
also can be confusing. 

Some foods contain soluble 
fiber that helps lower blood cho- 
lesterol. These foods include or- 
anges, bananas, carrots, apples, 
oats, soy foods, dried beans and 
peas. Plant sources of protein 
such as soybeans and other beans 
have been shown to lower blood 
cholesterol levels. 

Other foods contain insoluble 
fiber, which helps the body by 
providing good bowel functions 
but does not lower blood choles- 
terol. This fiber is found in wheat 
products such as breads and ce- 
reals, wheat bran, vegetables 
such as beets, carrots, cabbage, 
cauliflower, and apple skins. 

Adults need 20 to 30 grams of 
total fiber a day. At least 30 per- 
cent of this total (six to 10 grams) 
should be from soluble fiber. 

Choosing a diet with plenty of 
grain products and at least five 
servings a day of fruits and veg- 
etables will help you consume 
enough fiber, as well as certain 
vitamins that play a role in pre- 
venting heart disease. Folic acid 
is one of these B vitamins. Most 
of us need about 400 micrograms 
of folic acid a day. 

You might be surprised at the 
varied sources of folic acid in the 
diet. These sources can include 
foods with fortified wheat flour 
and grain products made with 
this flour, fortified cereals and 
dark green foods such as spinach, 
various kinds of dark green let- 
tuce and broccoli. Orange juice 
is another natural source of folic 
acid. 

Physical inactivity is another 
high-risk factor for heart disease. 
A sedentary lifestyle doubles 
your risk for this disease. Yet it’s 
easy to reduce this risk. Just 30 
minutes of moderate physical ac- 
tivity like walking briskly five or 
more days a week gives you sub- 
stantial health benefits.

How much support for funding needed 
by courts to keep Ky. drug fight rolling?

FRANKFORT — It is ironic 
that the more public money that 
is spent on combating the sale and 
use of illegal drugs leads to the 
need to spend even more public 
money prosecuting and defending 
those facing drug charges. 

That was the message last 
week as prosecutors and public 
defenders were at the Capitol 
seeking increased state funding to 
be able to keep up with the grow- 
ing caseload of drug offenders 
caught up in federally-financed 
anti-drug initiatives. 

Especially in Eastern Ken- 
tucky but true statewide, the vari- 
ous regional drug task forces - fi- 
nanced with millions of dollars in 
federal funds - are rounding up 
more and more offenders who 
must be dealt with through the 
state judiciary. 

One Eastern Kentucky task 
force called Operation UNITE to 
fight street-level drug trafficking 
has reportedly resulted in 1,500 
arrests. And those arrested more 
often than not require a public 
defender, and a local prosecutor 
must take the case into a local 



court with an already crowded 
docket. 

Thus the state public defender 
program is seeking more money 
to hire more attorneys and reduce 
the caseload on its existing attor- 
neys. State prosecutors are ask- 
ing the General Assembly for in- 
creased funding to hire more 
deputies to handle the growing 
number of cases in district and 
circuit courts. 

And Supreme Court Chief Jus- 
tice Joseph Lambert is asking for 
more than $10 million to expand 
the state’s drug court programs, 
which deals with first-time of- 
fenders and seeks alternatives to 
serving time in already crowded 
local jails and state prisons. 

Lambert also is making a case 
with lawmakers for additional 
judges and courthouses. 

Gov. Ernie Fletcher’s budget 
proposal calls for an additional 
$6.2 million for the Department 
of Public Advocacy, which over- 
sees the public defender program, 
and to set up a pilot program to 
help inmates with substance 
abuse problems. Fletcher also 
wants to spend $4 million for re-

gional drug courts, plus another 
$4.3 million to hire more proba- 
tion and parole officers to supple- 
ment those dealing with mush- 
rooming caseloads. And the 
governor’s budget includes $2 
million for drug treatment for 
nonviolent offenders housed in 
county jails across Kentucky. 

All of this is why crafting a 
two-year state budget is no easy 
task even with $16 billion avail- 
able. 

The criminal justice system in 
Kentucky must grow as law en- 
forcement becomes more suc- 
cessful at fighting crime, whether 
it’s drug trafficking or bank rob- 
bery. 

Public defenders in Kentucky 
last year carried an average of 483 
cases each. And prosecutors are 
warning that without more state 
funding, they will be forced to re- 
duce their staff levels. 

Certainly, it can be argued that 
the increased spending Fletcher 
wants for drug courts and drug 
treatment programs eventually 
should pay off as offenders over- 



come their addictions and serve 
out their sentences. In parts of the 
state where drug courts are in op- 
eration, their successes have been 
impressive. 

The drug courts also relieve 
some of the crowded dockets in 
district and circuit courts. 

Most Kentuckians, of course, 
have little conception of the pres- 
sures on the judicial system. 
They’re more likely to be in court 
to serve on jury duty than to be 
standing before a judge with a 
public defender. 

So there is little in the way of 
broad public support for higher 
spending on that system itself. 

Meanwhile, the budget com- 
mittees in the House and Senate 
are hearing similar compelling 
arguments for increased funding 
from university presidents, pub- 
lic school superintendents, advo- 
cates for the disabled and poor, 
environmentalists — just about 
every aspect of government. 

And the amount of new 
money to spread among all those 
worthy programs and services is 
so limited that it is inevitable that 
there will be many more who 
leave the Capitol disappointed 
than pleased with what the new 
budget contains.

is announced 

The Morgan County Conser- 
vation District will be accepting 
requests for cost share funding 
under the Kentucky Soil Erosion 
and Water Quality Cost Share 
Program beginning February 1 
and extending through February 
28, 2006. 

The Kentucky Soil Erosion 
and Water Quality Cost Share 
Program was in 1994 created by 
the Kentucky General Assembly 
to help agricultural and silvicul- 
ture operations protect the soil 
and water resources of the Com- 
monwealth. This financial and 
technical assistance program as- 
sists individual agriculture pro- 
ducers in the development and 
implementation of their agricul- 
ture water quality plans, which are 
required under state law. Any per- 
son engaged in agricultural or sil- 
vicultural operations is eligible to 
apply through the local conserva- 
tion district, which oversees the 
installation of best management 
practices. The State Cost Share 
program gives a high priority to 
animal waste related problems 
and agricultural district partici- 
pants where pollution problems 
have been identified. The best 
management practices approved 
through the State Cost Share Pro- 
gram help reduces animal waste 
nutrients, prevent the loss of top- 
soil, and minimize sediment and 
other pollutants to Kentucky’s 
streams, rivers, lakes and ground- 
water supplies. Among the eigh- 
teen practices eligible under the 
State Cost Share Program, some 
of the most frequently installed 
practices are Agricultural Waste 
Control Facility, Heavy Use Area 
Protection, Rotational Grazing 
System Establishment, Stream 
Crossing, and Streambank Stabi- 
lization. Please contact your lo- 
cal conservation district office for 
details on all eligible practices. 
The program provides up to 
$20,000 for animal waste storage 
practices and up to $7,500 for 
other practices. In the first eleven 
years of this program, the division 
of Conservation has received 
19,105 applications seeking $ 1 97 
million in cost share assistance. 
Based on the available funds to 
the program in each of these 
years, 6,263 of those applications 
have been approved for a total of

Legislative Update 

For Morgan County 

By Rep. John Will Stacy 




FRANKFORT, Ky., Feb. 3— 
The General Assembly had a pro- 
ductive week, including passage 
of an emergency LIHEAP bill, 
filing of a package of mine safety 
initiatives, and House passage of 
several key bills. 

House Bill 503 represents 
Democrat House Leadership’s 
goal to prevent mine tragedies in 
Kentucky. 

The bill would require: 

V Coal operators or mine fore- 
men, in the event of a mine acci- 
dent to give notice of the incident 
within 15 minutes of its occur- 
rence to the Kentucky Office of 
Mine Safety and Licensing. 

^Create a toll-free telephone 
number to be used as a hotline for 
reporting accidents to the Office 
of Mine safety and Licensing. 

^Establish a Mine Equipment 
Review Panel that would recom- 
mend to the executive of the Of- 
fice of Mine Safety and Licens- 
ing within 60 days of its first 
meeting the best available tech- 
nology for wireless tracking and 
communications devices for use 
by miners in underground mines. 

^Require each underground 
coal mine operation to place ad- 
ditional caches of self-contained 
self-rescuer (SLSR) devices 
throughout the mine and add bet- 
ter lighting and signage. 

^Increase mine inspections to 
four times year. 

VAdd a “bad actor” section 
that fines repeat violators who put 
miners in harm’s way. 

We know that mining is a dan- 
gerous occupation, but we want 
to do everything we can to ensure 
the safety of Kentucky miners and 
HB 503 will help. 

Tens of thousands of needy 
Kentuckians will sty warmer this 
winter, thanks to an emergency 
effort initiated by House Demo- 
crats that will provide $10 mil- 
lion to the Low Income Heating 
Assistance Program (LIHEAP). 
House Bill 283 quickly passed the 
House on Monday, then the Sen- 
ate, and on Tuesday, the first bill 
signing ceremony and press con- 
ference of the 2006 legislative 
session was held in the Capitol 
Rotunda with Gov. Lletcher, the 
House and Senate. 

It was important that the fund- 
ing be made available now when 
people of modest means are fac- 
ing 40 to 50%% increases in their 
home heating bills and are in im- 
mediate danger of having their 
heat cut off. 



House Bill 283 was one short 
term answer to the energy prob- 
lems facing Kentucky. HB 299 
addresses long term solutions in 
a comprehensive energy bill that 
would reduce U.S. dependence on 
foreign oil by increasing produc- 
tion of alternative fuels produced 
from coal, oil shale, and agricul- 
tural biomass material. In his 
State of the Union address Tues- 
day, the President announced that 
he would increase federal spend- 
ing on research into alternative 
motor fuels and set a national goal 
to replace 75% of the oil now 
imported from the Middle East; 
provide more money for research 
into production of ethanol from 
sources other than corn, and de- 
velop bio-based fuel derived from 
agricultural wastes, wood chips, 
weeds, and cooking oil. House 
Democrats are very encouraged 
by the President’s renewed inter- 
est and financial support of the 
production of alternative fuels 
and are hopeful that Kentucky 
will receive a portion of the en- 
ergy funding for HB 283. 

The House passed HB 270, 
also known as the “Bullying 
Bill,” by a vote of 96-0. The bill 
is designed to decrease the inci- 
dences of bullying in schools 
across Kentucky and will require 
every school district to prohibit 
harassment, intimidation or bul- 
lying of a student; implement pro- 
cedures for handling an incident 
and investigating a complaint, 
protect a complainant from retali- 
ation and establish a process for 
informing students and parents 
about the code. 

The bill will allow schools to 
suspend or invoke other disciplin- 
ary action towards students when 
harassment or bullying occurs. 

And finally, HB 2, the “Gen- 
der Equity Bill,” passed the house 
this week 91-6 and urges the Gov- 
ernor to strive for as much gen- 
der equity as possible when mak- 
ing appointments to boards and 
commissions.

Nitrogen costs and the 
value of legumes 




The cost of fertilizer has risen 
this year due to higher prices for 
oil and natural goas. For example, 
nitrogen prices have increased at 
least 50 percent. This makes it 
even more important for forage 
growers to efficiently utilize fer- 
tilizer. 

A critical first step is to take 
soil samples to determine what 
fertilizers are actually needed. A 
very important second step is to 
add lime if it is needed to get soil 
pH up to recommended levels. 
The proper pH is necessary for 
plants to efficiently utilize nutri- 
ents and to promote the growth 
of legumes. Legumes, in turn, are 
very important in reducing fertil- 
izer costs due to their ability to 
“fix” nitrogen from the air for 
plant use. At today’s nitrogen 
prices, forage legumes can sup- 
ply $40 to over $80 worth of ni- 
trogen per acre per year. Late Feb- 
ruary and March are the best times 
to establish legumes in pasture 
and hay fields. 

Free nitrogen is available in 
the form of red and white clover. 
Simply use the following recom- 
mendations to successfully frost 
seed clover. 

1. Graze hard to reduce resi- 
due (you want to see some bare 
soil). 

2. Lime and fertilize to soil test 
recommendations . 

3. Broadcast 4-16 lb/acre red 
clover and 1-2 lb/acre of ladino 
white clover in February (early is 
better). Freezing and thawing will 
bury the seed. 

4. Leave cattle off pasture, then 



flash graze as soon as grass starts 
to overtake the clover seedlings, 
and then rest pasture again until 
clover established.

(flu) season has been milder than 
in recent years, its peak is still 
approaching. As of Jan. 21, there 
were only 12 confirmed cases of 
flu reported in Kentucky as op- 
posed to the 96 confirmed cases 
at the same time last year. Last 
year’s flu season did not peak un- 
til late February or early March. 
The peak can occur as late as 
April. 

The opportunity to be vacci- 
nated is still available. About two 
weeks after vaccination, antibod- 
ies develop that protect against flu 
virus infection. Infection with the 
flu virus can cause fever, head- 
ache, cough, sore throat, runny 
nose, sneezing and body aches, 
according to the Centers for Dis- 
ease Control and Prevention 
(CDC). 

Infants and the elderly popu- 
lation are most at risk of serious 
illness, hospitalization or death 
from the flu. Immunization is par- 
ticularly recommended to protect 
Kentuckians 65 and older, all chil- 
dren six months to 23 months; and 
individuals with a chronic disease 
such as heart disease, cancer, 
asthma, or diabetes. 

Healthy individuals 50 to 64 
are also strongly encouraged to 
receive flu immunizations. An 
annual flu vaccine (either the flu 
shot or the nasal- spray flu vac- 
cine) is the best way to reduce the 
chances of getting the flu. Please 
contact your local health depart- 
ment or your primary care pro- 
vider to inquire about vaccine 
availability. 

Other good health habits that 
can help prevent the spread of flu 
and other respiratory viruses in- 
clude: 

* Wash your hands often to help 
protect you from germs. 

* Avoid touching your eyes, 
nose, or mouth. Germs are often 
spread when a person touches 
something that is contaminated 
with germs and then touches his 
or her eyes, nose, or mouth. 

* Cover your mouth and nose 
with a tissue when coughing or 
sneezing. It may prevent those 
around you from getting sick. 

* Avoid close contact with 
people who are sick. When you 
are sick, keep your distance from

others to protect them from get- 
ting sick too. 

*If possible, stay home from 
work, school and errands when 
you are sick. You will help pre- 
vent others from catching the ill- 
ness. 

Flu is responsible for approxi- 
mately 200,000 hospitalizations 
and 36,000 deaths a year in the 
United States. While it is a seri- 
ous virus, it is also a preventable 
virus. 

In addition to flu vaccine, the 
Department for Public Health 
strongly encourages all adults 65 
or older and others in high risk 
groups to ask their health care 
provider about the pneumococcal 
vaccine. This vaccine can help 
prevent pneumonia, one of the 
flu’s most serious and potentially 
deadly complications. 

“The pneumococcal vaccine is 
extremely safe, effective, can be 
taken at any time of year and is 
currently available in an adequate 
supply,” said William Hacker, 
M.D., public health commis- 
sioner. Pneumococcal disease is 
caused by bacteria and can result 
in serious pneumonia, meningi- 
tis, or blood infections. Accord- 
ing to the CDC, pneumococcal 
disease kills more people in the 
U.S. each year than all other vac- 
cine-preventable diseases com- 
bined. Between 20,000 and 
40,000 deaths are attributed to flu 
and pneumonia nationally each 
year, with more than 90 percent 
of those deaths occurring in 
people age 65 and older.

House panel votes 
out helmet law to 
combat ATV deaths 

FRANKFORT— “In a debate 
pitting child safety against prop- 
erty rights, child safety won out 
last week as a legislative panel 
approved a bill that would require 
youngsters under the age of 16 to 
wear helmets when riding all-ter- 
rain vehicles,” reports Jack 
Brammer of the Lexington Her- 
ald-Leader. 

State Rep. Ancel Smith, D- 
Lebum, unsuccessfully offered an 
amendment that would have per- 
mitted youngsters to ride without 
helmets on private property. He 
said, “I don't think that I would 
need to be forced by law to put 
that helmet on to ride back on the 
hill to feed or check on my cattle 
or my horses,” writes Brammer. 
The legislation is House Bill 334. 

Rep. Scott Brinkman, a Lou- 
isville Republican co-sponsoring 
the bill, said Smith's amendment 
would kill the bill. He said, “I 
can't conceive of any parent who 
would legitimately object to mak- 
ing sure that their child put on a 
helmet that very well may save 
that child's life.” Michele Finn, of 
the Brain Injury Association of 
Kentucky, told legislators most 
ATV accidents happen on private 
property. Under the bill, parents 
or guardians would pay the fines 
for a violation. A fine would range 
from $20 to $50. 

Kentucky leads the nation in 
ATV deaths, with 109 ATV-re- 
lated deaths between 2000 and 
2002. In the past five years, 41 
Kentucky children under the age 
of 18 have died from ATV acci- 
dents. Kentucky reported 328 
ATV-related deaths in the 20 
years ending in 2004, more than 
a third of them involving chil- 
dren, writes Brammer.

Ky. Farm Bureau 
offers lump-sum 
tob. settlements 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Jan. 27 — 
Kentucky Farm Bureau is team- 
ing with Farm Bureau Bank to 
offer eight-year lump-sum settle- 
ments to participants in the to- 
bacco buyout. 

Kentucky Farm Bureau Presi- 
dent Marshall Coyle has an- 
nounced that the financial service 
is being made available to to- 
bacco growers and former allot- 
ment holders through county 
Farm Bureau offices across the 
state. 

This is the second year that 
Farm Bureau has offered tobacco 
buyout settlement plans. The pro- 
gram allows buyout recipients to 
be paid for the full amount of 
their remaining buyout proceeds 
through a single transaction, less 
the cost to the bank of financing 
the upfront payment. 

The settlement program, 
which began January 17, deals 
with years 3 through 10 of the 10- 
year buyout period. The initial 
payment was made in 2005 and 
the second year’s checks are ex- 
pected before the end of the 
month. 

This year’s settlement pro- 
gram has been changed to allow 
recipients more flexibility in the 
rating structure, says David S. 
Beck, KFB executive vice presi- 
dent. The 2006 program will pay 
recipients on a sliding scale, with 
price breaks for contract values 
of $15,000, $50,000, $100,000, 
$500,000 and above $1,000,000. 



“The new online application 
and approval process for lump 
sum settlements has been simpli- 
fied and streamlined,” Beck said. 
“Last year’s program paid more 
than $27 million on 7,900-plus 
contracts in Kentucky and we 
look forward to serving the needs 
of customers seeking eight-year 
contracts during 2006.” 

The handling of tobacco 
buyout payments is a very impor- 
tant financial transaction for 
many families, Coyle stressed, 
providing money to operate and 
expand farms for some and retire- 
ment funds for others. 

“We want to do everything 
possible to assist Kentuckians as 
they receive and invest these dol- 
lars,” he said.

Duo combines for 44 points, 

hitting 21 of 24 from field

Blake McCowan and Katlin 
Haney showed why they’re argu- 
ably the most feared big man 
combo in the 16th region, ac- 
counting for 44 points and eight 
assists between them as the Cou- 
gars dropped the hammer on vis- 
iting Wolfe County Tuesday 
night, 82-48. 

McCowan and Haney’s per- 
formance was one for the record 
books as the duo hit a combined 
21 of 24 field goal attempts. 
Haney scored the Cougars’ first 
six points and eight of their first 
10 as Morgan took an early six- 
point lead. After Nathaniel 
Peyton’s three-pointer made it 
13-4 at the 3:55 mark of the pe- 
riod, McCowan and Haney 
teamed for eight of Morgan’s fi- 
nal 10 points in the quarter to give 
the Cougars a commanding 23-8 
lead. 

Morgan continued to pour it 
on in the second quarter, doubling 
up Wolfe County, 22-11. Blake 
McCowan found Devan Adkins 
on the right wing for an open 
three-pointer to put the Cougars 
up 32- 10. McCowan then scored 
three straight baskets, the last 
accompanied by a foul as Mor- 
gan stretched its lead to 43-12. In 
all, 15 of Morgan’s 20 first half 
field goals were accompanied by 
assists. 

Matthew Perry challenged his 
team at intermission not to let up 
in the third quarter and they cer- 
tainly took it to heart. Wes Will- 
iams’ three-pointer off the right 
wing made for Morgan’s second 
30-plus lead of the night. The 
Cougars extended the advantage 
to a game-high 36 points when 
Blake McCowan scored on a 
jump shot in the paint at the 2:20 
mark of the third quarter. Mor- 
gan then closed the contest 
outscoring the Wolves 18-16 in 
the fourth period for the 82-48 
victory. 

Blake McCowan’s perfor- 
mance was one to remember. The 
senior connected on 13 of 14 field 
goal attempts for a career-high 28 
points. Before McCowan finally 
missed his only shot of the game 
in the second half, he had hit on 
an incredible 21 consecutive field 
goal attempts dating back to last 
Friday’s Lewis County game. 

For the game, the cougars hit 
a scorching 36 of 53 (66%) from 
the field, with 21 of those bas- 
kets coming courtesy of an assist. 
Wes Williams led Morgan with 
six assists while Katlin Haney 
and Nathaniel Peyton both 
handed out five. Blake McCowan 
finished with three. 

Wolfe County’s Cody Gilbert, 
who came in leading the state in 
scoring at 30 points per game, 
was held to only six field goals 
and 21 points b y the trio of 
Devan Adkins, Wes Montgom- 
ery, and Derrick Young. Nine of 
Gilbert’s points were scored from 
the free-throw line.
